TO: Sec. 13: The l, G^iIIlnaasiuln ,, at Kuressaare. was a Russian' 
one when I was admitted, in 1914. Practically I did not 
attend any lessons there, because the institution was 
evacuated from Kuressaare to VOLOGDA. (World War I), me 
■ ' remaining in Kuressaare. I had* to take examinations 
for 3 years- from the Examination Board which returned 
every Spring from Vologda to Kuressaare. 

During the German occupation of Kuressaare the Russian 
"Gymnazjfc” was substituted by a German one ,1917-1918) 1 

from which I shifted over to the Estonian one as soon 
as such one was opened, in January ,1919. 

As to the views of educators an Estonian Gumnaasium, 
by its standards, could be compared with an American 
Kighschool pluss two years o^-a College. 

Eesides the Military College (1923-1926) I attended :■ 

the Military Academy ( 1929- .1932) , graduating with the 
degree of K.S.DIPLOM-officer. The letters "K.S . n , written 
behind ones rank, indicate that the officer has gradua- 
ted from this Academy of General Staff, whereas the word 
"DIPLOM" adds that he has graduated, ami written and defen- 
ded an assigned disseration. 

My dissertation carried the topic: "Development of 
the Public Communication Ret to; SatisfycthehRequirements 
of the Air -Observation Service".

Kjl. Intelligence. This contact lasted for about one 
year after I was released from PoW.
